Wilmington's School Committee 
has given a unanimous vote of ap- 
proval to a $3 million plan to 
renovate the high school 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Carol Sager made it clear to board 
members, however, that what they 
were voting for was only the general 
concept. not specific design 
features, for the renovations 

“The building might look very dif- 
ferent from what they have propos- 
ed," she said, referring to a report 
by'the New England School Develop- 
ment Council on needed high school 
improvements. 

“The School Committee, the Per- 
manent Building Committee and the 
entire staff will review architectural 
plans all along the way,” Dr. Sager 
said 

One possible hitch in plans for 
remodeling the high school is the 
lack of funds this year for architec- 
tural plans. Even a special town 
meeting would not free up funds, 
said Committeeman Lester White, 
since the tax rate has already been 
set, 

However, according to one school 
department spokesman, the school 
department or the Permanent 
Building Committee has the authori- 
ty to enter into a contract for school 
purposes as long as no bills are paid 
before July 1 

The School Committee delayed for 
at least one month discussion on the 
first part of the New England School 
Development Council report, which 
dealt with grade reorganization and 
suggesied the, eventual closing of 
both the Wildwood and Swain 


Schools and the ting of one 
of the town’s two intermediate 
schools for element . 

Dr. Sager said she planned to meet 


with school principals and other 


school groups before making a 
recommendation on grade 
reorganization. 


A formal vote whether or not to 

close the Swain School this June will 

be taken at the School Committee's 
(next regular meeting, she said. 

In other business, the School Com 
mittee named Robert Millet Acting 
Director of English Language Arts 
at a pro-rated salary  of$23,392; 
awarded a $12,689 word processor 
contract,funded by a federal grant, 
to Wang Laboratories; and changed 
their regular meeting place to the 
Wilmington Public Library for the 
remainder of the school year. 

‘They also heard a report from the 
assistant superintendent of schools 
‘on possible ways to improve Wilm- 
ington students’ performance on 
SAT tests. -

Sewer tie-in would open 
land for more housing 


Town officials have reached a 
point of tentative agreement that a 
sewer should be built to serve the 
town’s housing for the elderly at 
Deming Way. In addition to pro- 
viding relief for the housing 
project's failing septic system, the 
sewer would allow other use of the 
land now occupied by the septic 
system. 

Wilmington selectmen discussed 
the matter on Monday evening with 
George Hooper, chairman of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. Roc 
co DePasquale, chairman.of the 
selectmen, had'a sketch which the 
town engineer had prepared as an 
overlay bf an aerial photo of the ex- 
isting project, The sketch showed 
buildings containing up to 32 addi- 
tional units on the land where the 
septic system, augmented by the 
proposed taking of two small addi 
tional parcels of land. Hooper said 
that with design changes, even more

units could be built in the same area 

The one stumbling block for the 
possibility of more housing is that no 
funding has yet been found 

Much of the discussion centered 
around whether the sewer line would 
be gravity feed or a pressure line. A 
gravity feed line would allow the 
sewer to serve houses along the way, 
but would be morevexpensive to 
build, because it would be necessary 
to blast ledge to achieve the proper 
grade. A pressure line would be 
cheaper to build, but would require a 
pumping station, which would oc. 
cupy land at Deming Way which 
could be used for housing units 

Hooper indicated that the state 
would not be willing to pay the extra 
money for the gravity feed line, 
because the Department of Com: 
munity Affairs had no interest in 
providing sewer service for 
residents. 

Ina recent meeting with the Wilm 
ington Water and Sewer Corimis: 
| sioners, third option was discussed. 
| A pressure line could be built to the 
| perimeter of the housing project, 
| where a gravity feed line would take 

over. 
| If the gravity feed line were to be 

built, the extra cost of the line would 

be put on betterments, to be paid by 

the landowners past whose land the 
line would run 

If the land and the funding became 

| available, the housing built there 

would be all for elderly residents, 

according to Hooper, in response to 

| a question by Selectman Jim

Zoning by-law committee 
seeks citizen input 


Public discussion of the proposed 
new zoning bylaw of Wilmington is 
to continue. Starting this week the 
discussions are to be held in the 
planning board office at the town 
hall annex, 7;30 p.m. on 
Wednesdays. The agenda that is be- 
ing followed is informal, but is a 
paragraph by paragraph discussion 
of the proposal. 

The proposed bylaws are not to be 
described as short, and neither are 
they complete. The purpose of the 
hearings is to accept citizen input 
and comment on the proposed by 
laws. Former planning board 
member Danny Gillis, last Thurs 
day, called'them “‘a hodge podge of 
words 

One point brought out in the 
discussion last Thursday was that 
the Official Map of Wilmington no 
longer complies with the laws of the 
Commonwealth. When the town 
adopted the “official map" one of 
the purposes was to wipe out 
“paper” streets. Paper streets are 
in effect, non-existant streets still on 
maps, relics of former subdivisions. 
Wilmington is one of the few towns in 
Massachusetts t ohave an Official 
Map. 

Wilmington has not one, but two 
flood plain maps. Both are 
“overlays” of the regular map of the 
town. They show where floods may 
occur during heavy rains, and up to 
the ‘100 year storms."’ One map was 
made some time ago and the other is 
a flood insurance rate map, in which 
there was assistance from the 
Federal government. They do not 
fully agree, one with the other 

Chester Bruce of the conservation 
commission (concom) said that 
neither map is wholly sufficient. His 
board: frequently has to check 
visually, in the area that may be 
under discussion 

Bruce was in favor of the proposal 
that is being considered by the plan 
ning board for an aerial survey of 
Wilmington, to develop a map show 
ing elevations by two foot contours. 

Kevin Hurley, a professional plan 
ner, who has served as consultant io 
the committee rewriting the zoning 
by-laws, said the contour map would 
be of value in determining the site of 
water “aquifers”. Aquifer is a 
relatively recent word in planning 
vocabularies. It is used.ta mean a 
dependable source of water sup- 
plies, underground 

Industrial zoning 

The new bylaw proposes two types 
of industrial zoning. One is to be call 
ed General Industral and the other 
Industrial Park 

In General Industrial no stores, 
shops, restaurants or banks would 
be allowed. Hurley told the meeting 
that industries could have “in 
house” restaurants, as an auxiliary 
use. 

Nicki Johnson; vice president of 
the Wilmington Chamber of Com 
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merce said that there would be a 
need for banking service for 
employees. She proposed that the 
banks be allowed an “automated 
teller’* type of service. 

Another suggestion was made 
relative to restaurants. There could 
be a small Industrial Park area, in 
the General Industrial, where 
restaurants could be established, the 
hearing was told. The Industrial 
Park zoning as proposed, is for a 
minimum of 20,000 square feet 

‘The proposed Industrial Park zon 
ing would allow only 30 percent of 
that area for buildings. The idea is to 
promote a."‘college campus" area, 
for business in which there is no 
heavy trucking, etc 

Family size 

A proposal to have two parking 
spaces for a residence led to a 
discussion on the size of a “family 
in a home or apartment. The pro: 
posal defines a family as having up 
to six unrelated persons, There was 
a discussion about the number of col: 
lege students living in apartments in 
Cambridge, and the number of cars 
that would be parked outside such a 
home. What happens to the 
automobiles, the panel was asked 
when six unrelated adults become a 
“family 

Committeeman Rocco DePas 
quale cited the current Reading 
bylaw which allows up to three 
unrelated persons, 

Apartments, as such, were also 


discussed, particularly in the case of 
the older and larger homes of Wilm: 

ington, and the possibility of sub- 
dividing. 

The discussion was. started by 
Town Clerk Pat Lynch, She pointed 
out that there is a need for more 
habitable space in Wilmington and 
that there are old homes which could 
be subdivided. Her primary question 
was how the figure of 2400 square 
feet had become a part of the propos- 
ed bylaw, as the necessary size of a 
home to be subdivided. 

Mrs, Lynch reported that, in 
Wilmington, there are at the present 
time 25 homes in which there are 
“in-law” apartments, allowed under 
board of appeals procedures. Those 
are supposed to last only during the 
lifetime of the “in-law” subject of 
the appeal. Mrs, Lynch believes that 
many are still being used as apart 
ments and will continue to do so 

She further reported that there are 
in Wilmington 57 two family homes; 
three,three family homes and two 
four family homes, She did not know 
whether or not all those homes had 
gone through the appeal board pro: 
cess. 

The hearing was further told that, 
with reference to the debated 2400 
square foot figure, the appeals board 
has a pragmatic rule of thumb of 
“plus or minus 10 percent." Such a 
thought could be used, it was said, to 
aid in decisions of sub-dividing older 
residences 


Zoning questions 
on building re-use 


The Wilmington Building Re-use 
Committee met with selectmen to 
map strategy for the next steps in 
converting five old buildings to new 
uses. 

With town meeting season ap- 
proaching, the committee needs to 
know how the town will go about 
rezoning the properties, all present 
ly zoned residential 

“We know that rezoning is 
necessary. The only question is what 
order,"’ said Verneice Hensey, 
chairman of the re-use task force 
She said'there were three options for 
rezoning, to go for neighborhood 
business, to create a new zone within 
the present zoning by-law, or to work 
for passage of the proposed new zon- 
ing by-law, which could include 
zones for municipal use and multiple 
unit dwellings. 

“We're coming into a point of tim- 
ing and strategy. Everything is fun 
neling into the town meeting,” said

Roceo DePasquale, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. He said that

Industrial commission backs 
business condo proposal 


A proposed industrial con- 
dominium on Shawsheen Street has 
drawn the support of the Tewksbury 
Industrial Commission, according to 
4 commission issued press release. 
A letter supporting the proposal was 
issued despite some opposition to the 
project voiced by Vale Street 
residents at a Board of Appeals 
hearing on November 22 

Project Developer Gary Patch of 
Tewksbury went before the appeals 
board seeking a variance to allow 
some of the space to be used as an 
automotive storage facility. Ap- 
parently, Patch will store some of 
the vehicles used in a landscaping 
business in the building and he also 
told the appeals board that some 
automotive repair work would be 
done on the site. 

However, according to the com- 
mission press release, some of the 
20,000 square feet of condo space will 
be used to house research and 
development facilities. 

The appeals board delayed a vote 
on the variance request until 
December 6 in order to allow area 
residents to submit a list of condi- 
tions they would like to see attached 
to the variance. But, the appeals 
board again delayed a decision on 
the variance, as one of the members 
who sat on the case was not present 
for the December 6 meeting 

Industrial Commission Chairman 
Thomas Girard feels that the pro- 
posed 4.15 acre site is an example of 
how clean industry can mix with a 
residential community. “We feel 
that this proposed development is 
one that will enhance Tewksbury's 
industrial base due to its design and 
locatior 

The building was designed by New 
England Design Build Inc., of Lowell 
and construction is slated to start in 
the spring 

‘The site is located minutes away 
from Routes 93 and 495, in a heavy 
industrial zone. 

Girard feels that the R & D site 
would protect both the town and the 
residents of the area due to its con- 
centration on office space and light 
manufacturing. 

“Tewksbury has the capability to 
choose the type of industry it 
wants,"" he says, “Access to major 
highways makes Tewksbury a 


prime location for further industrial 
expansion, but we must be cautious 
to protect Tewksbury and its 
residents from the type of 

that has contaminated the land and 
water of such communities as 
Woburn," Girard said. 

According to Girard, the In- 
dustrial Commission's charter is to 
promote clean industry in 
Tewksbury and ‘we are proud to en- 
dorse this proposal. This is a further 
example of how industrial develop- 
ment can be both controlled and 
broadened in the town.”

“It is also said that the assailant 
tried to persuade Henry that he was 
stealing the affections of a good, 
kind hearted, old lady. Henry got 
mad because he didn't want his 
sweetheart to be called an old lady, 
and a wordy battle followed.” 

Finally the wordy battle ter- 
minated with the assailant bringing 
her umbrella down on Henry's head. 
Several more bangs followed, but 
Henry was “‘to gallant to resent.”” 

The “scrimmage only ceased 
when Mrs. Hiller rushed to his 
rescue."" 

France was interviewed that same 
night, in her home. The interview 
took place after the “scrimmage” 
and after the wedding in Roxbury. It 
took place at the door. She would not 
allow the reporter to enter.

‘The young man who is to marry 
$5,000,000 Widow Hiller of Wilm- 
ington, Peter Surrette, renamed 
Henry Hiller, is to study with a 
private tutor lat his wife's expense, 
said the Globe, 

The Globe said he spoke only 
broken English, and a village 
blacksmith used to give him Sunday 
lessons in the English languare 

That village. blacksmith could 
have only been Schamiel McIntosh, 
husband of Polly, Schamiel, New 
Orleans born, was a kind-hearted 
person, and was the man who four 
years previously advised France on 
how to make the cemetery grass 
grow green, 

‘The Globe ran on and on about the

France B. Hiller, businesswoman, 
according to the Boston Morning 
Globe was not intending to enter the 
halls of matrimony without precau- 
tions. The many visits to her at- 
torney, Boardman Hall, attests to 
this, as well as the si of the 
“ante-nuptial agreement” on March 
15, 1893 

‘The happy ex-coachman’s suc- 
cessfull conquest of the fair lady's 
hand has not been carried out strict- 
ly on a basis of love"’ declared the 
Globe. Then that paper proceded to 
give details of the “‘ante-nuptial”’ 
agreement 

One of the provisions was that 
Henry Hiller second relinquished a 
claim to a large portion of the estate 
which would naturally be his, as the 
husband of Mrs. Hiller. 

Certain “well defined plans” were 
included whereby ‘Henry will not be 
her liege lord.” “He proved his devo- 
tion again by agreeing to the part” 
the Globe reported, 

He agreed that he would never use 
his former name again, either in a 
social or business way 

He also agreed, the Globe 
reported, that in the final ceremony 
he would agree to “love, honor and 
obey,” with particular emphasis on 
the “obey.” 

There were no objections from 
Henry, 

Just what France Hiller bound 
herself to the Globe did not know, 
but it may be concluded that ‘‘as a 
businesswoman, with a big business 
to attend to, and a solemn obligation 
to her departed spouse to perform 
that she would be compelled to keep 
the entire management of the estate 
in her own hands without the 
slightest interference from anyone.” 

That Globe writer could not have 
been the one who wrote of the “Polly 
McIntosh," for the Woburn episode 
was alluded to, in a version that was 
somewhat different. 

Mr. Hiller, while attending to his 
coachman's duties, had been 
assaulted, the writer said, by a 
young woman who claims to be the 
niece of Mrs. Hiller, and who has in- 
terposed strong objections to the 
coming marriage. 

“The assault was witnessed by 
several people."’ “Mrs. Hiller frank- 
ly stated “‘that poor Henry was at- 
tacked by a servant.”

life of France and Henry, second 
before the marriage to be was an- 
nounced. Things had been quiet in 
the Hiller mansion until the servants 
‘of the household got into a row. 
Peter (Henry) remained loyal. That, 
according to France, led to the 
romance, with Henry being the gc- 
tive person, in the match. 

She said she asked Father Ryan of 
St. Thomas Church and was told that 
Peter did not love her for her money 
She found out that he had come from 
a very good family and concluded he 
“would be a good man to look after 
my property."* 

‘This was different from the ante- 
nuptial agreement, it will be noted, 
“but he loves me as only man can 
love.” 

“I shall have him placed in the 
hands of a tutor, and prepared for 
Harvard.” 

It was snowing bitterly that night, 
the Globe reported, “‘yet she drove 
from Woburn to Wilmington and 
thence to Father Ryan's house in An- 
dover. The result was that Peter was 
told to keep quiet, and the 
parishioners were lectured the 
following Sunday morning and told 
not to meddle themselves with mat- 
ters that did not pertain to their 
welfare." 

Soon a new bell appeared on the 
church, the Globe reported, and the 
“little edifice” was being especially 
painted, for the event of Easter mor- 
ni 

France Hiller was to wear white 
silk stockings and white satin slip- 
pers. Her jewelry was to consist of 
gems seldom s€en except on queens. 

“While in her every day life she 
has over “$10,000 worth of gems on 
her fingers” the Globe reported, ‘‘on 
this occasion she will be literally 
covered with sparkling diamonds 
and other jewels."” 

There would be an elegant dia- 
mond necklace, a tiara, earrings, 
bracelets heavily set with diamonds, 
and a waist belt of the same precious 
stone. The groom, on the other hand, 
would wear no jewelry. 

But he would be arrayed in costly 
evening dress with a white em 
broidered silk vest, pearl colored 
silk gloves and a white satin puff tie. 

France named the attendants for 
the Globe. Only one was a Wilm

ington person, Susan McEnroe, who 
would be one of the vocalists. Susan 
would in future years become Mrs 
Joseph Doucette. 

There was to be a costly red 
carpet, from the church to the 
‘street. It would be covered with an 
arbor handsomely decorated with 
flowers. 


A firm of Boston florists had. 


received “carte blanche" to 
decorate the church with plants and 
flowers. It will be, the Globe said 
“like a hothouse.”” 

After the wedding a short recep- 
tion was to be held at the Hiller 
house, where an elegant wedding 
breakfast would be served. After 
that the bride and groom were to 
leave on a short wedding trip to 
Florida 

That was a good story for the 
Globe. 

But the parish priest, Father J.J 
Ryan, had yet to be heard from. 

‘Susan McEnroe, named by the 
Boston Globe as the young lady who 
would sing at the wedding of France 
Hiller and Henry Hiller second, was 
a member of a family of the same 
name which lived in North Wilm- 
ington, where the Reading 
Cooperative Bank now stands. Their 
home was called, with good reason 
“The Shamrock,” and it was there, 
in one sense, that Catholicism 
‘started in Wilmington. 

Jerry (Jeremiah) Doucette 
started a sort of Sunday School there 
about 1880, for Catholic parents who 
attended mass in Ballardvale. They 
would go to Ballardvale by train on 
Sunday mornings and then return 
after mass. The church they attend- 
ed was a mission chapel of the 
Augustinian Fathers, 

The increasing number of Roman 
Catholics in Wilmington led to a 
need for a local church, and ground 
was broken in 1887. Today the public 
library stands on the site. The 
church was dedicated on October 28, 
1888. 

Archbishop John Williams of 
Boston dedicated the Church. It was 
not an independent parish, but a 
mission church of the Augustinian 
Fathers, and so it remained for the 
next 30 years. The Rev. Fr. J.J 
Ryan OSA became the pastor. He 
lived in Andover. 


France Hiller had started life, she 
said, on South America, with 
Turkish parents. As such she 
presumbaly was Muslim. 

She was raised in England. There, 
it is to be prsumed, she was an 
Anglican (Church of England). 

In Wilmington she had attended 
the Congregational Church, and then 
took part in the start’ for the 
Methodist Church. Changing 
religious affiliations was, to her, an 
easy thing to do. 

What France Hiller seemed to 
overlook was the fact that the 
various Christian churches, 
although they may disagree in many 
details, all recognize certain events 
in the life of human beings as 
“'sacrements." 

Baptism is a sacrement. “No 
clergyman will baptize a child or 
adult who has undergone the rite 
before, even if that baptism took 
place in a strange church. Even dur- 
ing the religious warfare that took 
place in Europe during the early 
1600s the rite of baptism was 
recognized as a sacrement by all the 
churches. 

In some, but not necessarily in all 
churches, marriage too, is a sacre- 
ment 

France Hiller, proposing to marry 
Henry Hiller second in St. Thomas, 
was made aware of-this by Father 
Ryan 

She was converting to 
Catholicism. As such she would, and 
probably did undergo instruction in 
the faith. She, too, would have to 
confess her sins. 

It may be wondered what she told 
Father Ryan, in confession. It could 
have been interesting 

One thing was certain, even if not 
too many people knew of it, France 
had married Henry Hiller II in a 
secret ceremony, with a Protestant 
clergyman on March 15th, Father 
Ryan, as, a priest of the Catholic 
church could not perform a second 
ceremony. 

France Hiller had told the Globe 
about her plans of marriage. Now 
Father Ryan was changing those 
plans. He had to, of course, tell the 
archbishop of his problems. 

Archbishop John Williams did 
eventually allow a dispensation, 
France Hiller could be married in 


St. Thomas Church, even though a 
prior wedding had taken place. She 
seemed to be contrite. Evidently 
Father Ryan was satisfied about the 
confessions she had made, even 
though, of course, nothing was said 
ian this regard. 

France got a marriage license 
from Town Clerk Jim Kelley. In that 
permit she described the wedding as 
her third. That, perhaps, was subtle 

ition of that marriage on 
March 15th in Roxbury. 

Not many people were aware of 
the wording of the marriage license, 
Polly Mcintosh undoubtedly knew 

‘A wedding invitation was mailed 
to many who were invited guests. It 
was printed in gold, on red cards, 
with red envelopes. It read: 

You are cordially invited 
to be present at the 
renewal of the marriage vows of 
FRANCES B, MILLER, M.D., and 
HENRY 


HILLER, at their residence, 
at 2 o'clock, 
Easter Sunday, April 2, 1963 

It will be noted that the wedding 
was to take place at their Mai 
Street residence. The archbishop 
had not yet given permission for a 
church wedding at the time the in- 
vitations were mailed. 

Boardman Hall, Esq., of Boston, 
Mrs, Hiller’s attorney, was the per- 
son who persuaded the Archbishop 
to assent. That took place only a cou- 
ple of days before the wedding.

‘There were express wagons, such as 
were used for the delivery of goods, 
with setees rigged upon them. These 
wagons could hold perhaps 15 peo-

Little Buttercup, of that song, was 
depicted as a mousy little maiden in 
long skirts and sunbonnet. The 
Pirates are four simians, in sailor 
costume, one with a clay TD pipe,

Other cartoons of a year ago, 
which can be mentioned, was one 
labeled ‘‘The Last of the 
Mousehicans," in which two Indian 
mice paddle a birchbark canoe, 
dance, and “Rat Van Winkle," fast 
asleep under a tree in the Adiron- 
dacks.

A bit of history preserved 


Renovations are complete, and the 
“1790 House" in North Woburn is 
open as an office building. The new 
owners, the Woburn Daily Times, 
Inc. held a reception for friends, in 
the famous Federal mansion’ on 
December 10 

It is located on Main Street, just 
before one gets to the old Middlesex 
Canal and Route 128. There was no 
Main Street when the house was 
built, all traffic going by Elm Street, 
to avoid some marshy land 

For many years the legend was 
that the house was built by Colonel 
Laommi Baldwin for his friend 
Count Rumford. Benjamin Thomp- 
son (Count Rumford) was born near 
what is called North Woburn Center, 
and his birthplace is still a landmark 
for the area, The two, as young men, 
used to walk together to attend 
classes at Harvard University, or so 
it is said. 

Benjamin Thompson may or may 
not have been a Tory, in the days of 
Concord or Lexington, but he did end 
up in the British side of that war. He 
became a member of the 
aristrocracy in England, and 
achieve the rank of count later in 
Bavari 

At that time he was one of the 
leading students of heat

transference agd radiation, and Per- 
sident Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
‘one of those who have acclaimed the 
results of his studies. Rumford 
wanted to return to the United 
States, but he never did. 

Baldwin, on the other hand, 
became a Continental soldier, and 
was in command of the Woburn 
Minutemen at Lexington, and later 
at Trenton, in New Jersey. At the 
altter place he had the rank of Col- 
onel in the 26th Continental Regi- 
ment. The two men never did have 
another meeting after the war. 
Baldwin, among other things, was 
responsible for the construction of 
the Middlesex Canal, and the 
Baldwin Apple, which grew in Wilm- 
ington, was named for him. 

The mansion which he built, and in 
which he never lived, passed out of 
the hands of the Baldwin family, in 
the early 1880s. It became the home 
of several clergymen during the 
1800s. Eventually, in 1956 it was ac- 
quired by the North Woburn Con- 
gregational Church, and was used 
for Sunday School classes and as a 
day care center for the mentally 
handicapped. 

During 1981 the Congregational 
Church sought to sell the 1790 House, 
It received two offers. One was from

a firm of developers who offered a 
sum which was, it is said, in excess 
of $300,000. 

The second bid was from the 
Woburn Daily Times. The amount 
offered was not as great as that of- 
fered by the developers, but the 
church decided to sell to the Times. 
The church preferred a local firm, it 
is said, a firm that would understand 
and properly care for the historic 
structure. 

The architecture of the building is 
strictly Federal. There is much to be 
seen in the structure, both external- 
ly an dinternally. The interior of the 
building retains all the original 
mouldings, plaster work and 
fireplace mantels 

‘The main part of the second floor 
has a ballroom, with a fine arched 
ceiling which extends across the 
building from front to rear. There 
are two rooms on each side and a 
balcony in front. There is much to be 
admired 

The Woburn Daily Times is ren- 
ting office space in the building,- 
which now stands on three acres of 
land. Originally there were 80 acres. 
‘The Times evidently has no plans for 
occupying the building for its own

The Curry College men's soccer 
team ended its season on a very 
positive note recently as it defeated 
Bridgewater State College for the 
first time ever, 2-1 and wound up 
with a final record of 97.

“People are so ready for a simple Christmas this year.” 
she noted. “Because of the financial climate, they're finding 
that they can’t go out and buy Christmas — they have to 
make it for themselves.

But by alternat 
ing favorite projects from year to year and scaling down so: 
cial obligations, the authors say, people can learn to enjoy 
the season more and make it last longer 

What follow are dozens of suggestions the authors have 
collected over the years. 

Activities for children: To make the season last longer 
many families minimize gift-giving and promise children 
special activities to look forward to both before and after the 
opening of presents: 

@ Make a family calendar for the month of December 
with pictures of things that are going to happen on specific 
days: Draw a pine tree on the day the Christmas tree will be 
purchased or pencil in airplanes on the days that relatives 
will arrive and depart. Set specific dates to look forward to 
Dec. 13: Get out favorite Christmas records; Dec. 15: Put the 
wreath on,the frort door; Dec. 20: Set up the tree; Jan. 1 
Have a potluck dinner for friends and their children 

© Make the morning of Dec. 25 special: The first person 
up that day puts his or her favorite Christmas record on the 
stereo and cracks a bow! of nuts for the rest of the family 

© Celebrate the 12 days of Christmas with activities for 
h day. Have a “kids-choose-the-menu day “ara 
story-as-many-times-as-you-want day.” and a “grandmother 
day. 

© Open Christmas cards at the dinner table, taking time 
tp look at the illustrations, to listen to the messages enclosed 
and to talk about the friends and relatives who sent them 

© Begin opening gifts by reading the Christmas story 
from the Bible in the book of Luke. Open presents one at a 
time, showing young children photographs of faraway rela 
tives who have sent various presents 

© After the gifts are opened, give the birds a Christmas 
treat by decorating a tree in the yard with strings of popcorn, 
rice cakes, and hard rolls. 

© Buy a jigsaw puzzle or new board game for the day 
after Christmas. 

Decorations: * 

© Set aside time to select the Christmas tree and decorate 
it. Assign everyone a task by reserving certain ornaments for 
children to hang and by making the hanging of thé star a 
privilege. 

© Encourage everyone to contribute at least one new inex 
pensive tree decoration each year 

© Give each child an ornament for a present each year 
Collect ornaments on family vacations, Choose ornaments to 
represent important family events — a new baby, a new 
house, graduation, a new job.

If you're planning on a quiet holiday, set aside time for 
Prayer or meditation, for hiking, skiing, or camping 

© Save up special reading material for Christmas Eve 
and Christmas Day, prepare your favorite meals, and play 
your favorite music as long and as loudly as you like. 

© Bake banana bread and take it around to neighbors on 
Christmas morning 

© Reserve a cabin at the beach or in the mountains for a 
few days at Christmas, then throw a big New Year's Eve 
party for friends when you return home, to balance the 
Solitude.

are just watering all the time.”

When they returned to Devon 
Island this summer, after several 
disappointing weeks of

A major cause of accidents has 
been the improper installation of 
the chimney connector through a 
combustible wall and fires caused

The M.C.S.G. recognizes a need 
to improve existing standards 
and codes, provide additional 
information to retailers, building 
and fire officials, and building 
contractors, and to raise con- 
sumer awareness to hazards 
associated with these products. 

The M.C.S.G. plans to work 
with those who manufacture, sell, 
install, and inspect coal and wood 
burning stoves. 

The M.C.S.G. offers the 
following tips to consumers to 
help insure the safety of heating 
equipment 

1. Check with a building or fire 
inspector to ascertain whether or 
not a permit is needed for in- 


stallation of a stove. 

2. Call a qualified stove in- 
staller and make sure you check 
him out 

3. If you decide to install the 
stove yourself, check with the 
building officials regarding 
clearances of stove to walls 
Follow building and fire codes 
and the manufacturers in- 
structions. 

4. Prior to adding a stove or 
fireplace insert to an existing 
masonry chimney, have the 
chimney inspected for 
deterioration or improper con- 
struction. 

5. Always have your chimney 
cleaned prior to any stove in- 
stallation. 

6. If in doubt about your 
chimney or fireplace or stove and 
installations, please contact the 
Massachusetts Chimney Sweep 
Guild. 

It is important that you have 
your.chimney cleaned once a year 
by a qualified chimney sweep.

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Electric 6th sense lights up fish lives

In South America, the white 
waters are as cloudy as a 
milkshake and biack waters 
darker than bitter tea — when the 
Sun shines. By night, they go pitch 
black. And they're filled with fast, 
powerful predators with keen 
eyesight 

How's a little slow-moving fish 
to survive! 

In a marel of adaptation, some 
60 to 80 species of South American 
freshwater fish have developed a 
whole new way of experiencing 
the world. An electric organ in 
their tails generates a field of 


electric current that surrounds 
the fish like an invisible shield. It 
permits them

night, avoid predators, find food 
and the way back to safe hiding 


places in the mud and root 
masses of the river's edge 
Sixth Sense 


Not only are they surviving in 
this hostile environment, they're 
thriving 

“There is enormous traffic of 
electric fish in the rivers of South 
and Central America, and par- 
ticularly in the Amazon basin.” 
Dr. Walter Heiligenberg, 
behavior physiologist. at the 
Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography here and a leading 
researcher on electric fish, 
reports. “They have found a rich 
table to eat from by going out at 
night and invading murky waters 
where eyesight is no good 
anymore.” 

This electric sense makes it

‘The fact that ad- 
ditives are in foods 
does not appeal to 
everyone. Many 
contend that some 
additives are often 
dangerous or are at 
least unnecessary 
chemicals. They argue 
that some additives 
are often dangerous or 
are at least un- 
necessary chemicals. 
They argue that some 
additives can cause 
allergic reactions to 
some people. 

An additive is in- 
tentionally used in 
foods for one or more 
of these four reasons: 
to maintain or improve 
nutritional value; to 
maintain freshness; to 
help in processing or 
preparation; to make 
food more appealing. 


easy for researchers to find them 
in the wild. Heiligenberg and his 
graduate student assistants, 
Mary Hagedorn and Harlan 
Meyer, have done extensive field 
work in Panama, Venezuela, and 
Brazil, supported in part by the 
National Geographic Society 
“We just walk along the edges 
of the river and poke an electrode 
— a sensing device that changes 
their current into sounds — into 
the mud below the water and 
listen,” Heiligenberg said. “You 
hear them al over the place."” 
“Not that capturing them for 
study is always easy,” Miss 
Hagedorn explained. “You must 
remember to walk ahead of the 
seine when you're collecting fish, 
because piranha sense the fish 
panicking and bite at the seine. If 
you walk behind the seine, they 
might bite your legs.” 
Pacemaker in Control 
Heiligenberg has brought back 
hundreds of electric fish for study 
in his lab, which is lined with 
aquarium stacked three high. 
Most of the fish are the slender, 
transparent glass knife fish 
(Eigenmannia virescens). Only 
about 9 inches long when fully 
grown, three-quarters of "the 
fish's length is its electric organ. 
In the fish's highly specialized 
brain, a “pacemaker” controls 
the electric organ. Each time the 
pacemaker fires, electric current 
flows out through electro- 
receptor pores all over the fish's 
body surface and, in a circular 
path, back to the tip of the tail 
where it re-enters the electric

organ. 

Some African fish — unrelated 
by evolution — have developed 
very similar electric signals. 
They are the Mormyrids that are 
being studied by Dr. Carl D 
Hopkins, Cornell University 
professor and another leading 
electric fish researcher 

Although glass knife fish are 
related to the electric eel that can 
severely shock a human with its 
jolting discharge of some 600 
volts, electric fish discharges are 
less than one volt — not even a 
tickle. 

But their electric abilities are of 
utmost importance to the fish. 
“They use these signals to detect 
objects almost like a radar 
system does, or similar to a bat's 
sonar abilities, but they also use 
them for communicating with 
each other,” Heiligenberg said 
“By altering their electric organ 
discharges, we know they can 
indicate threat, warning, sub 
mission, and their readiness to 
mate.” 


Jamming Avoided 


It would seem that all these fish 
signaling to each other could 
create a cacophony that would 
drown each other out or ‘“‘jam”’ 
each other like radio stations with 
similar frequencies. 

Not so, Heiligenberg éxplained 
When he plays a recording of an 
electric current of the same 
frequency near an individual fish, 
it shifts its frequency slightly to 
distinguish its “voice” and avoid 
jamming with the recording 


Knowing one's rights 


What can you do when a mer- 
chant sells you a defective 
product or otherwise treats you in 
an unfair or deceptive manner? 
The obvious first step is to go 
back to the seller and attempt to 
resolve your complaint  in- 
formally 

But what happens if the seller 
denies responsibility, refuses to 
negotiate, or can't be reached? 
Many consumers simply give up 
at this point, assuming their only 
alternative is a lawsuit or some 
other equally expensive and time- 
consuming procedure. 

In fact, there is another option 
— one that is cheap, simple, and, 
in many cases, very effective. 
That option is outlined in the 
Massachusetts Consumer 
Protection Act, a statute that 
prohibits merchants from 
engaging in any “unfair 
deceptive act or practice" and 
establishes a process for 
resolving complaints without 
going to court. 

To use the process, ali you have 
to do is send the merchant a “30- 
Day Demand Letter’’ that 
carefully describes your com- 
plaint gpd make a_ specific 
demand for relief. The merchant 
then has thirty days to meet your 
demand or make a reasonable 
counter-offer in writing. If no 
satisfactory response is made, 
you can sue in court and recover 
up to triple the amount of your 
original demand plus attorney's 
fees and court costs. 

There is no special form 
required for demand letters, but 


or’ 


they should include the following 
information 

1. Your full name and address; 
2. Detailed description of the 
unfair or deceptive practice about 
which you are complaining; ; 
Description of the injury or 
you suffered; 4, Statement 


of 
what relief you are demanding; 5. 
Closing paragraph indicating that 
the letter is a demand letter, 
written under the provisions of 


Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 93A, Section 9, and that 
failure to respond within thirty 
days could subject the merchant 
to triple damages. 

Although not required, it is best 
to send the letter by certified 
mail, return receipt requested, so 
that you will have proof it was 
received 

Writing a demand letter won't 
always produce results, but it will 
force the merchant to treat your 
complaint more seriously. Few 
merchants will take lightly the 
possibility of having to pay triple 
damages. Furthermore, you will 
have demonstrated that you are 
an assertive and knowledgeable 
consumer — the kind who is likely 
to pursue the issue if no 
reasonable settlement offer is 
made 


If your demand letter does not 
produce satisfactory results, you 
are not obligated to take the 
matter to court. But you will be in 
a much better position to do so. 
Chapter 93A cases cart be brought 
in Superior Court, District Court, 
or Small Claims Court 
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When electric fish “‘talk’’ to each 
other, the shape of the electric 
field, rate of discharge, and the 
frequencies of their pulses all 
may have meaning 

Heiligenberg records their 
electric signals with electrodes 
near the fish and changes them 
into sound by amplifying and 
transmitting them through a 
loudspeaker. He can also send the 
amplified signals into a computer 
which samples, analyzes, and 
displays them on the screen of an 
oscilloscope. Thus electric signals 
become graphs similar to elec- 
troencephalograms which record 
the brain's electric current. 

Although the PHPacific Ocean 
sparkles within view of the office 
windows, Heiligenberg and his 
students spend their days and 
some of their nights working with 
the strange little fish. Their 
laboratory is a labyrinth of in- 
tricate, delicate wires connecting 
exotic experiments and 
aquariums with electrodes, 
amplifying equipment, tran 
sducers, and computers 

To encourage his fish to spawn, 
he has simulated the rainy season 
of a tropical jungle. Deionized 
“rain’ — neutralized of electric 
charges — falls every three hours 
on the water hyacinths and ferns 
floating in the huge aquariums, 
slowly raising the water levels 
The: room lights are timed to 
create 12 hours of darkness in 
every 24 
Swinging in the Rain 

He has succeeded in breeding 
the fish in captivity and has a 
dozen baby glass knife fish in the 
first generation. 

“It's been laborious," he ex. 
plained. “It takes months just 
changing water every day, tur- 
ning off and on the ‘rain,’ wat- 
ching them, and looking at 
behavior. For weeks, they may do 
nothing. They just sit there and

eat and produce continual 
signals. Then one night as the 
lights go off, you get what you 
have waited for."” 


When the male odifies his 
electric field with short  in- 
terruptions, these “chirps"’ in- 


dicate he’s ready to mate. If a 
female is interested, she responds 
with a change in her signal that 
sounds like a flute slowly going up 
one note and then back down. 

“If the male chirps steadily for 
10 to 12 hours, guarding the 
female and swimming’ around 
her, then spawning is likely,’ 
Heiligenberg said 

Using the fish, the scientists are 
developing a model system for 
the role the nerves and senses 
play in communication and 
behavior, 

“Electric fish are some of the 
few vertebrates that are being 
studied from both ends of the 
spectrum — overt social behavior 
and their neurophysiology,” Miss 
Hagedorn said 

Eventually they hope to take a 
stimulus and follow it through the 
sensory receptors into the brain, 


where they will read the 
responses. To this end, 
Helligenberg is mapping the 


brain in complex experiments 
that record the activities of 
various types of brain cells. He 
creates a variety of stimuli and 
records how individual cells 
respond to each. He intends to 
map the entire nervous system of 
the fish and define the cellular 
basis for their behavior 

“By studying how the nervous 
system of the electric fish 
processes information, we may 


learn how to design better 
computers,” he said. “And I 
believe that answers of clues 


from electric fish will help us 
understand the workings of the 
brains of higher forms of life, 
including humans."

Charlie and Susan Wing are about to invest $6,000 in a 

Project that is expected to return $21,000 in. “‘interest" 

over the next 10 years — and a whole lot more than that in 

the decades that follow. 
} Moreover, they are so enthusiastic about the project 

that they are taking steps to show others how to benefit in 
f asimilarly substantial manner. 

‘The Wings recently bought a solid, turn-of-the-century 

} farmhouse here, and they are investing the money in sim- 
ple energy-saving improvements that computer analysis 
Says will save them $21,000 in their total energy costs 
(heating oil, electricity for hot-water appliances, and so 
forth) over the next 10 years. 

That's the equivalent of “‘an interest rate unmatched 
by money-market funds, certificates of deposit, or any- 
thing else,"” Mr. Wing say: 

In fact, the Brunswick couple will be spending an esti- 
mated $22,500 on home improvements. But the bulk of that 
money is for structural and cosmetic alterations; only 
$6,000 is for direct energy-saving changes. 

“When the job is done, I want the house to look as new 
4s the condominiums down the street." Mr. Wing says. 
| _ The return on the energy-saving portion of the invest- 
| ment comes to something like 35 percent; but even if the 
Wings calculate the entire cost of the alterations as an 
energy-saving investment, the return is still 9.3 percent. 
‘That compares well with other possible tax-free 
investments 

‘An energy audit shows that the Wings’ 1,750-square- 
foot house currently requires 1,600 gallons of fuel oil a 
year to keep It at 68 degrees F. during the day and 55 
} degrees at night. After the improvements, 400 gallons will 

do the same thing. This means that the $6,000 spent on 
energy saving will be recouped in less than four years, 
and the entire cost in 11 years 

You would have to try hard to find a better investment 
today, in either cool or hot regions of the world, than en- 
ergy conservation through caulking, weatherstripping, in- 
sulating, improving hot-water systems, and adding other 
Passive-solar features to your home. The Wings stress this 
point over and over. 

Actually. a family living in the average, poorly insu: 
lated American home can make money by borrowing 
from the bank to effectively insulate it, Mr. Wing insists 

“The payback tn saved energy will be greater than the 
bank charges in interest,"’ he says. 

Mr. Wing. who for the past decade has been heavily 
involved in energy-saving retrofits, is not the least bit sur- 
prised by the predicted savings on the home. Most lay: 
men, however, are very surprised. Some even find the 
payback incredible. Angus King, a producer and show 
host with public television in Maine, fell into that cate 
gory. He was so impressed, in fact, that he felt the mes- 
Sage should be taken before the nation at large via the TV 
screen 

So now Mr. King has his cameras rolling, recording 
every change the carpenters and insulation experts make 
in the 80-year-old house. A take-apart model, an exact 
scaled-down replica of the house, will be frequently used

president of the Massachusetts Association 
for Older Americans.

“The average retired person's income 
goes mainly for buying necessities, the more 
80 the lower the income bracket, but there 
should be enough to comfortably:include cul- 
tural and recreational activities as well."’ 

He continues by noting that retirement 
shouldn't be a bleak existence but should be 
as well rounded as the individual's life was 
before he or she retired 

A critical factor in providing a budget that 
will allow this kind of life is pre-retirement 
planning,

‘That's all, folks’ at drive-ins 
as land values up the profits

This time of the year, the marquees at 
many drive-ins say “closed for the season.’ 
But with 13 percent of the outdoor theaters 
having shut down in the last decade, a more 
common feature is just plain “‘closed."" 

Oddly, however, the decline of this indus- 
try is making owners rich, not poor. 

“Most drive-ins, like most public golf 
courses, are not created to be revenue earn- 
ers, but to maintain property cheaply while 
the land increases in value,” says Mark 
Manson, an analyst at Donaldson, Lufkin & 
Jenrette, an investment house. “Originally. 
the drive-ins’ proliferation was not so much 
related to their popularity as to the rising 
value of real estate." * 

And as cities have lapped out farther into 
cow pastures, property values there have 
risen with the tide. For example, the 14 acres 
which the Morris Plains Drive-In in New Jer- 
sey occupied, valued at $10,750 in 1947, was 
sold for a reported $1.25 million last year. 

“In general, drive-ins aren't operated at 
their most valuable and productive use,” says 
Fred Wineland, president of Wineland Enter- 
prises, which runs four drive-ins and one in- 
door theater outside Washington. '‘So you sit 
on them until you can sell them, rent them, or 
build them up yourself."" 

Property taxes — also an indication of the 
increase in land values — have bloated “until 
it’s almost unbelievable," thereby putting 
cost pressures on drive-ins, Mr. Wineland 
complains. He estimates the property taxes 
on his drive-ins have increased between 600 
and 1,000 percent in the last 20 years. 

In recent years, profits from drive-ins 
have been squeezed practically dry. Aside 
from rising property taxes, increased film 
rental costs have hurt drive-ins more than in- 
door theaters. Instead of making 30 low-cost, 
low-rental films, the movie industry is tirn- 
ing out fewer, very expensive films like 
“E.T.." says Mr. Manson at Donaldson. So 
theaters need more revenue per film to cover 
rental costs, which can be as high as 90 
percent of gross profits for popular films. As a 
film plays longer, the percentage going to 
rental fees declines. Thus, theaters must play 
movies longer to make it worth their while. 

But “drive-in moviegoers want a new fea- 
ture every week," says Scott Cohen, vice- 
president of R.C. Theaters in Baltimore. 
“And {movie studios) don't make’ the kind of 
movies that were the breads and butter of 
drive-in business: the black exploitation 
films, karate films, and racing pictures. 
That's what drive-in customers want to see."* 

In 1974, R. C, Theaters ran 20 drive-ins; 
now it owns 9, “and we're getting rid of them 
as we can," Mr. Cohen says. 

Filmmakers are bypassing drive-ins for 
use on cable television and home video. Be- 


cause of rental costs, drive-ins generally play 
second-run films — which eventually appear 
on regular TV, or immediately on cable TV. 
With drive-in movie attendance d 
‘tiimmakers can reach a larger audiengé and 
make heftier profits with home-video 

Drive-ins, furthermore, are cultural 
dinosaurs. "The car is not a part of American 
culture as it used to be," Mr. Manson said. 
“The classic image is [of a family) going,to a 
drive-in in a Pontiac, not a Toyota."” 

Finally, the appeal of a drive-in — being 
outdoors — is also its undoing. Eastern day- 
light time thwarts theater owners in the Sum- 
mer, pushing film times past an hour when 
many families want to take their children out, 
In the North, most outdoor theaters are bnly 
open two to four months a year. Only in the 
Sunbelt states are drive-ins holding thelr own. 

Ina last-ditch effort to keep ther drive-in 
a drive-in, somme owners, mainly in the South, 
are setting up ‘multiplex"’ screens — with 
several screens playing different movies on 
the same field. Multiplexing is made possible 
by radio sound, in which the sound is trans- 
mitted in the area of the drive-in. A viewer 
tunes the car radio to a place on the dial not 
occupied by a local station to hear. “After you 
make the initial investment for new screens, 
most people find it's cost effective,” says 
Jerome Gordon of the National Association of 
Theater Owners. ‘'You increase your. atten 
dance and keep the same staff, so you have 
lower costs per showing and per customer." 

Another, more lucrative, option is t con- 
vert outdoor theaters into indoor theaters. 
For example, the Redstone Theater's Long Is- 
land drivé-in was doing tine 4 Couple of years 
ago, says Samuel Feldman, vice-president of 
the fifth-largest theater chain in the coyiitry. 
‘The drive-in could hold 1,800 cars, or about 
6,000 people, and attendance was pretty 

“But no drive-in is filled, and the ad i 
is expected to drop off even more,"\SMr 
Feldman said 4 

So Redstone built an 11-screen indoof 
ater complex — which still holds 6,000 pagple 
On weekends, it is entirely filled. Sunrise’™Mul- 
tiplex is now the busiest theater in the U, he 
Says, and because each film can be stibwn 
several times, it has eight times the volume. 

Finally, drive-ins can be sold for ehsh, 
most frequently to developers building ghop- 
ping centers and office parks. Most drijie-in 
owners, like Fred Wineland, are not pardicu- 
larly wedded to their plots of land. Whiljg his 
drive-ins are currently profitable enoughthat 
be wants to retain them, Mr. Wineland m@ses, 
“If somebody comes along and makes nj an 
6tfer I can't refuse, well, a business decigion 
isa business decision."" 4

France sets the pace with Japan, Britain, and the US close behind

Paris 
The mention of France used to bring to 
mind joie de vivre, chic, maybe a touch of 
hauteur. Then came the Concorde at twice 
the speed of sound, followed by the 165 
mile-an-hour TGV, the fastest train in cap- 
tivity. All of a sudden France stands for 
vitesse, speed 

TGV is short 
for Train a 
Grande Vitesse, 
and this train of 
undeniably 
great — speed, 
which I sampled 
on the Macon- 

Paris run ear- 

lier this fall, has made lavish, unhurried 
rail travel but a fond memory. It is leading 
a new wave of fast, successful, and some- 
what utilitarian intercity trains being de- 
veloped in Western Europe and Japan 

When it was introduced a year ago, the 
TGV wrested from Japan the role of 
world’s fastest passenger train. Japan's 
honorable Bullet runs on the new Tokaido 
line between Tokyo, Osaka, and the island 
of Kyushu at 135 m.p.h. maximum. In June 
it launched 125 m.p.h. service on the 250- 
mile run northeast to Morioka, and on Nov 
15 another high-speed line opened up to the 
Sea of Japan, cutting through deep snow 
country and the world’s longest (13.3 
miles) tunnel en route. 

Japan, however, will drop to third place 
in the international derby if and when Brit 
ish Rail ~ already running almost a year 
late on the project — inaugurates its 150 
m.p.h. Advanced Passenger Train from 
London to Glasgow in a few months. Brit 
ish Rail, working to clear up tilting prob- 
lems on the curving route, will cut almost 
an hour and a half from the London-Glas- 
gow clocking, doing the 401 miles in 4 
hours, 15 minutes. 

None too soon, America’s own intercity 
special, the Metroliner, has lowered its 
New York-Washington time by another 10 
minutes to 2:49 and cut New York-Boston 
by almost an hour. The Metroliner’s maxi- 
mum official speed is only 110 m.p.h., but a 
new outfit called the American High Speed 
Rail Corporation, studying a fast and fu 
turistic train for southern California and 
possibly Florida or Texas, may yet put the 
United States — once the world speed lead- 
er — back near the top in a decade.

I stood on Quai 2, and suddenly an or- 
ange, white, and gray serpent whispered 
to a halt before me. It surprised me to see 
a gang of teen-age Danish backpackers 
climb aboard. But then the TGV was not 
built only for business executives and 
wealthy travelers. It is part of the demo- 
cratization of French National Railroads, 
process that is narrowing the distinction 
between first- and second-class travel and 
has done away with such deluxe trains as 
Le Train Bleu, Although there is an §-franc 
reservation charge for the TGV, ticket 
prices are the same as on conventional 
trains except during rush hours 

We were at top speed before I could 
wade through the backpackers to my seat 
Gazing out a picture window and trying to 
fix on the fleeing scenery, I had the sensa- 
tion I was aloft in a plane. In fact at 165 
m.p.h., I might have been in a Cessna, 
cruising above the Burgundy countryside. 
The green farmland was easy enough to

spot, as well as the clouds filling up the 
warm September sky, but I had to concen- 
trate to make out flocks of sheep, 
Charolais cows, a passing stone village 

Yet the ride was remarkably smooth and 
vibration-free — as my unwavering notes 
attest. 

Everything around me smacked of 
first-class air travel, including the rows of 
single and double seats separated by a 
wide, carpeted aisle and the hostess ap- 
proaching with a rolling meal cart. On the 
TGV there are no separate compartments 
with facing divans for mysterious encoun- 
ters and no dining car. You order from the 
passing dostess (salad, entree, cheese, 
pastry, and beverage cost 101 francs ($14) 
at lunch, 112 francs at dinner) or buy a 
snack at a stand-up counter. 

I was still trying to come to terms with 
the blurred scenery. As we left the 
countryside for a moment and whirled 
through a.town — train yards, station, a 
river I managed to spot a name on a 
building: La Roche. It was the name of the 
town, a fact I verified by checking a route 
map affixed to the vestibule wall 

Soon we were down to earth and ‘run- 
ning on conventional track, bumping and 
clacking along as normal trains do. (By 
next year, though, the entire Nouvelle 
Ligne will be in use between Paris and 
Lyon, cutting the time from 2:50 to 2 hours. 
Across the aisle the hostess, finished with 
the meal service, was snoozing, her feet 
propped on the seat opposite. When she 
awoke, introduced myself. 

She was clearly proud to be wearing 
badge marked “Service 260" (260 is the 
TGV's maximum speed in kilometers), but 
she said she was also growing weary of the 
daily travail of pushing heavy carts, wres- 
tling with unwieldy drawers and doors in 
the galley, sleeping in strange hotels far 
from Paris — in short, living the life of an 
airline hostess. 

Suddenly we were slowing to a crawl 
and pulling into Paris, The hostesss said 
she would go home for a brief rest, then 
work the run to St.-Etienne that afternoon, 
spending the night in that industrial town 
southwest of Lyon, I wished her well and 
stepped off the orange, gray, and white 
serpent back into the noisy, teeming re- 
ality that is the Gare de Lyon.

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The 
calendar 
recycles

If you're looking for an unusual calen: 
dar, you might hunt up one of the old edi- 
tions from 1583. It's no longer out of date 

We have entered the second 400-year 
cycle of our Gregorian calendar, which 
repeats the day-of-the-week, day-of-the 
month correspondence of 400 years ago. 

To be exact, the cycle began last Oct. 
15 ~ the 400th anniversary of the Grego 
rian system. Various countries adopted 
the “new style" calendar at different 
times, often with heated controversy. 
But all reckoning with this calendar be- 
gins with Oct. 15, 1582 

The Gregorian system still has not 
provided us with a fully accurate calen- 
dar, But it may be the best that can be

done from a practical point of view, as 
several experts have pointed out 

A calendar aims to help us order our 
lives on a day-to-day, month-to-month 
basis and to know where we are with Fe 
spect to the seasons. These two require- 
ments are in conflict, To be easily used, a 
calendar year must contain an integral 
number of whole days. But the relative 
motion of Earth and Sun, which deter- 
mines the timing of the seasons and the 
length of the actual year, has a rhythm of 
its own. 

The relevant period is the so-called 
tropicalyear — the time between one 
spring equinox and the next, This year is 
currently estimated to be 365,24219879 
days long 

It's that fractional part of the number 
that causes trouble. Ancient calendars 
took account of it rather badly, By the 
time of Julius Caesar, the Roman system 
was several weeks out of phase with the 
seasons. Caesar, on the advice of 
Sosigenes, an astronomer in Alexandria, 
introduced substantially the calendar we 
use today. The awkward fraction is 
roughly a quarter of a day, So the Julian 
calendar adds an extra “leap day"' every 
four years. 

‘That fraction isn't exactly a quarter 
day, however, By 1582, the spring equi- 
nox had drifted back to March 11, drag- 
ging the date of Easter with it. To correct 
this, Pope Gregory dropped 10 days in 
1582 (Oct. 15 followed Oct. 4) and adopted 
a refinement worked out by Luigi Lilio of 
Naples. Now no century year is a leap 
year unless evenly divisible by 400 — 1900 
was not a leap year, but 2000 will be. This 
calendar slips only one day in several 
thousand years. 
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Film epic relives days of India’s Gandhi

As if it were completing the countdown to a space 
launch, Britain at 8:30 a.m. on Aug. 15, 1947, hauled down 
the Union Jack over the subcontinent of India after 250 
years, and Mohandas K. Gandhi, a little man in a loin 
cloth, wondered what he had helped create. 

An almost overpowering British-Indian epic film. 
“Gandhi,” has now been launched (with a preshowing in 
Washington) and the world at the time of turbulence is 
confronted once again with the riddle nobody ean solve, 

the confrontation between‘ma- 
terial forces capabié of destroy 
ing the earth and a half-clothed 
little man sitting on a pillow and 
bolding a flower. 
Searchlights swept the sky in 
a typical Hollywood opening at 
a downtown theater here as 
crowds went in to see the repro- 
duction of a spindly little paci- 
fist in an improbable world of 
Gurka soldiers shooting into un- 
armed crowds at Amritsar, In- 
dia, in April 1919. Then the subdued crowd, including 
many diplomats, came out again to waiting limousines 
and a world of Trident submarines, MX missiles, and per 
sistent international strife. 

Lord Louis Mountbatten, the last of the British vice- 
Toys, said that of all the people he had met in a lifetime the 
only man who struck him as sanctified was Gandhi. He 
said it reverently. Gandhi's hold was such that when he 
went on a fast to shame the Hindus and Muslims for their 
civil war, they halted it — for a time at least. Trying to 
make a plausible film out of such stuff as this — half mys- 
tical, half practical at a time of nuclear weapons — is a 
challenge. On the whole the producer, Richard 
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Ben Kingsley plays the title rote in ‘Gandhi’ 


Attenborough. has met it successfully. The film is 3 hours 
and 7 minutes long, with a 15-minute intermission and 
might well be shortened. For many it will be 
unforgettable. 

One scene is the Amritsar massacre, World War I was 
over and the tide of Indian nationalism was rising. Five 


Englishmen had been killed. Nobody doubted the British 
would retaliate, but how? It was forbidden to meet on the 
streets, but the crowd met anyhow. Brig. Gen. Reginald 
Dyer carried out orders. You ste the tough little Gurkha 
riflemen dog-trotting like automatons deploying along the 
top of the garden and kneeling with loaded rifles facing 
the crowd. Below himi the speaker haranguing the crowd 
does not notice the soldiers behind him; ther. he shouts to 
the crowd, “Never mind, they will not shoot." General 
Dyer gives the command to fire. One record mentions 179 
casualties, beneath the domes of the Golden Temple 

General Dyer is recalled, forced to resign, but has 
strong defenders; he receives a subscription testimonial 
of 25,000 pounds raised by a newspaper.

The time comes for Gandhi’s own martyrdom, The lit- 
tle man helped bring independence for India, but it has not 
come as he hoped. There is bloodshed, confusion, and a 
division between Hindus and Muslims. Gandhi was the son 
of a palace official in a small Indian princedom, trained as 
a lawyer in London, Anglicized into a high collar and dark 
Suit and learning to play the violin. He returns to India in 
1914. He plunged into the furious world of nationalism. 
Soon he is dressed in Indian style pledged to poverty. 

So now it is 40 years later. India has achieved its tree- 
dom with all the turmoil that comes with it and one count 
4s that 200,000 people died in riots. 

By 1947 Gandhi had withdrawn from political life into 
prayer and fasting, but preaching to the crowds, leaning 
onhis staff. Always he appeals for reconciliation in words 
like Lincdin’s. 

On Jan. 30, 1948, a young fanatic stepped out of the 
crowd and killed him with three shots from a revolver.
